The Sale of Poisoned Food 



The * charcoal-broiled' steak 
you ate in a restaurant the other 
day could well be a cheap cut of 
meat, shaped and flavoured, the 
grill marks having been painted 
on in a fake food factory long 
before the 'steak' ever appeared 
on your plate. The nice oranges 
you got from the supermarket 
could well be green under a 
food-dye coat. Hot dogs are made 
up of meat scraps and by- 




products, chemical additives and 
fillers. Fake foods such as these 
are all too abundant and the 
Canadian consumer has little 
legal right to be told when he is 
getting the 'real thing' and when 
he is not. 

The use of pre-cooked or fake 
foods has long been prevalent in 
restaurants and in school or 
hospital kitchens, and, according 
to Canadian Law, this practice is 
not fraudulent. The Beef Bourg- 
uignon for which one pays $5-10 
in a good restaurant may well be 
the very same product your 
comer store has in its freezer; 
whereas a recent survey showed 
that 35% of United States 
restaurants sell frozen lasagne 
which never sees the inside of 
their kitchens until heated for the 
customer. Furthermore it is 
possible that up to 40% of the 
tomatoes in a recipe can be 
replaced with such products as 
* Strange 's Great Pretenders'. 

The shelves of your local 
supermarkets will also be packed 
with such products as Nestle 's, 
General Foods or Hershey's 
'Chocolate Chip Cookies, the 
'chocolate' chips of which are 
anything but chocolate. Or there 
is Kraft's new 'Koogle' a 
'peanut' spread not to be 
confused with peanut butter. 

The law in Canada exempts 
many of these fake foods, which 
are full of chemical additives, 
from indicating the presence of 
certain substances such as food 
colorants. The latter may legally 
be used in such basic commodit- 



ies as bread, cheese, butter and 
soit drinks without there being 
any indication on the label. Thus, 
even the customers who assidu- 
ously read the small print will find 
themselves eating products which 
almost certainly contain some 
additives not listed on the label. 

Those who suffer most from this 
lack of adequate legislation are of 
course those with allergies to 
certain chemical ingredients, 
who, though perhaps only unable 
to eat one or two additives, are 
forced to avoid a wide range of 
products due to insufficient 
labelling. 

480 additives which can be 
used in our food have been listed 
by the Canadian Food and Drug 
Act. Some, such as Citrus Red 
No. 2, a coal-tar based food colour 
used to dye green oranges, have 
been shown as detrimental to 
health. To quote the United 
Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organization and the World 
Health Organization Committee 
(1969) 'Citrus Red No. 2 has been 
shown to have carcinogenic 
activity . . . the Committee 
therefore recommends that it 
should not be used as a food 
colour.' Its use, however, contin- 
ues unabated. The possible 
effects of many other additives 
have not even begun to be 
investigated completely. The 
consumer should know everytime 
any chemical is added to his food 
and furthermore demand to know 
the possible damage it may do to 
his health. 



It's here again - time to sit in a 
wiggly chair, place fingers on 
rickety keys, and get constipated 
waiting for the stroke of genius 
that will be the sign of a decent 
editorial. 

So what's new? The Film box is 
still showing terrible films, the 
Bar is still supplying 90% of the 
student population with their 
weekly entertainment, and it is 
getting unto the time to cram for 
those horrid * mid-terms'. I don't 
know why, but it seems that profs 
have a system whereby they 
always know when the other has 
just set an exam for the same day 
or day before, and arrange it in 
such a way that they don't 
conflict, but come very close (like 
1 hour apart, maybe, or Vi day . . 
.). Besides all this, it never fails 
that you are caught up in 553 
other things clammering for 
attention, and invariably the 
conflict arises - to study or not to 
study.

Canadian Road Race Championships 



Last month, September 27 and 
28, cars and drivers from all over 
Canada met at Le Circuit de Mont 
Tremblant to decide the National 
Class Champions. Nine of the 
twelve class winners were from 
Ontario, with one each from the 
Quebec, Maritime, and Prairie 
Regions. 

The Formula Ford race featur- 
ed a contest between the top two 
runners in Ontario's Bulova 
Series and the Quebec Regional 
Champion, Richard Spenard. 
These three drivers virtually held 
their own race, leaving the rest of 
the grid far behind, to battle for 
fourth. Early in the fifteen-lap 
event Spenard led but dropped to 
third after damaging the nose of 
his car in a collision. The 
Quebecois Formula Atlantic nov- 
ice, Victor Larose took fourth 
after David Webber spun into an 
earth embankment bending a rear 
wheel under the body of his car. 

The entry list in Class A 
includes large race cars such as 
Porche Carreras, Camaros, Corv- 
ettes, and Mustangs. Cars of this 
size are rarely seen in any 
number locally because very high 
operating costs prohibit their use 
by most weekend racers. It was a 
fme sight to see cars of this 
calibre blast around a full-sized 
track after being cramped at 
SANAIR in previous years. The 
difference in style between the 



superb Ludwig Heimrath (Porche 
Carrera) and the drivers of the 
heavier American cars was 
obvious. The Corvettes and 
Camaros had to brake much 
earlier and power around corners 
in a rear wheeled slide. Love that 
Detroit Iron!! But an Iron man 
won the class when Marcel Talbot 
(Porche Carrera) retired on the 
last lap and Heimrath refused to 
allow the Stewards to examine his 
engine after the race. He was 
disqualified. These events enabl- 
ed Murray Edwards to win in his 
enormous open black Corvette. 

The long supremacy of British 
Leyland's Mini Cooper S in Class 
C was ended when Geoff Foster 
came from last place on the 
starting grid (he failed to qualify 
on Saturday) to win in his 
impeccable Honda Civic. 

Quebec's only gold medal 
winner was Graham Vickers from 
Dollard des Ormeaux who placed 
first overall in a combined race of 
Classes B Sedan and E Produc- 
tion. Vickers demonstrated that 
smooth handling is better than 
power as he led the Datsun 510s 
and BMWs from the green flag to 
the checkered. 

Eventually the great weekend 
had to end. But the most exciting 
part was still to come ... the 
drive home on the Laurentian 
Autoroute!
